‘8U PERIN TENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Ao School Board: 

LL herewith submit the ‘nnual report of the ee 
ent of Schools. 
_.. Two changes in the teaching force were made at “the 
heginning of the spring term. Otherwise the work contin- 
ued to the end of schoolin June in the usual wav. Fifteen 
were graduated from the various schools, and most of these 
entered the Academy in September. _ ; 

The schools reopened in September with two Cones in 
teachers. Miss Zelpha L. Haynes, a graduate of Salem 
Normal school, was placed at No. 3, and Mrs. Sadie E. Muz- 
zey was chosen for No. 1. At the end of the Fall term Mrs. 
Watts at No. 6 resigned, and Miss Bertha E. Cox was chosen 


to succeed her; also Mrs. Muzzey at No. 2 resigned, and Mrs. 
Mary E. Coolidge was selected for this school. Beth of thes- 
are teachers of experience. However, it is unfortunate to 
make such frequent changes. They interrupt the continuity 
of the work and prevent the certain attainment of the highest 
standards. Changes will occur, however. with greater or less 
frequency unless we can make the teacher’s position more at- 
tractive. The present salaries of our teachers’ are not sufh- 
cient to pay their necessary living expenses for the year. 
Further earnings or income must be available. Hence re 
cently trained teachers can be held only while they get sufhi- 
cient experience to enable them to secare better paying po" 
sitions. —~ | 

_At present, all of the teachers in Londonderry are Nor- 
mal graduates or holders of state certificates, except one: and 
that one will probably be granted a certificate as soon as 
she has taught in town long enough for the Superintendent

to speak intelligently of her work. This means that the town 
receives from the town $2 a week for each of these teachers, 
in accordance with the law granting state aid in consideration 
of employing trained teachers. We received from the state — 
$424 on account of the employment of such teachers last 
year. A larger amount will be due on the same account ~ 


for tLis year. 


The schools at No’s 1, 2,7, 8 have been large, while 


those at Nos. 3, 5, 6 and 9 have been small. That at No. 4 


has been of good size both for economy of managem-nt and — 
efficiency of work. There seems, however, no remedy fer this 
unequal distribution, and it seems to be necessary to continue 
each of the schools now too small to be run with LcHIGeR Ey 
and economy. | : 
On account of the fact that our schools are widely 
scattered, it is necessary to continue to do all of the work in 
preparation for the Academy at each school. It is therefore 
impossible to undertake the Junior high school work. We 
will best serve the needs of the community by following the 
&-year elementary course suggested by the new State program. ‘ 
There is still much to be desired in the matter of 
attendance. {n most schools no complaint can be made on 
this account. Several schools have suffered on account of an 
unusual amount of sickness, and all have suffered some on 
account of the’ severity of the weather. Yet in some sections — 
there is altogether too much absence with but trifflimg excuse- 
Parents alive to the interests of their children will not permit 
them to be out of school except for the most valid reason. A 
rather pernicious custom also prevails to some extent, that of 
entering children young and then as soon as the weather be- 
comes at all severe keeping them out of school altogether — 
When they return to school in the Spring, they cannot go on 
as if there had been no interruption. As a rule children should — 
not be entered until they are old enough to go the year 


through, or if entered they should be required to attend — 
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regularly: This is a matter of importance. The efficiency of 
our work is in a large measure dependent upon the degree ot 
regularity with which itis done. More important than this 
even is the effect upon the individual child at this habit- 
forming period of his life. [t is exceedingly important that he 


_ do not form the habit of irregularity. Iam glad to say that 


some of our schools have had exceedingly good attendance 
records. | 

I wish to commend a practice that has prevailed during 
the cold weather at some of the schools, notably at Nos. 6, 
7, 9, and to some extent at No. 4. | 

With the co-operation of the parents, it has been found 
easily possible to serve each day at noon something hot to 
those who carry their dinners. Even with limited facilities 
this practice has proved very satisfactory. With room and 


_ proper equipment it might readily become a very important 


feature educationally. 
The buildings, of course, are in constant need of atten- 


‘tion. Quite a little has been done during the past year in 


the way ofimpovements. New floor and blackboards at No. 
2, new floor and desks at No. 9, and new blackboards at No. 


4, are marked improvements. New biackboards are needed 


in other schools, particularly at No.7. Careful attention 
should be given to the buildings and their surroundings. They 
should never be allowed to become a menace _ either to the 
health or the morals of the children. 


Some of the more important of the statistics reported to 
the State department for the year ending in June are given 
following this report. 

The general work of the schools has been good. The 
spirit of pupils and teachers is excellent. Parents generally 
are co-operating splendidly. The outlook for good total re- 


‘sults for the year is satisfactory. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the members ot the Board 
for their generous co-operation in all things pertaining to the 
welfare of the schools.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Your scoool board organized with Norman F. Watts as 
chairman, Hattie T. Colburn, secretary, aud Rose L. Condon, 
committee on supplies. 

We feel especially thankful for the extra money voted 
at the last district meeting, because it would have been pra- 
ctically impossible to have run the schools on the usual 
amount owing to the high price of everything. 

New hard wood floors have been laid in the school 
houses of districts No. 2 and No. 9. New desks have taken i 
the places of the old ones at number nine. Slate blackboards : 
have been put up in two or three schools while others have 
been brightened up with new paper and paint. 

The elementary tuition is constantly increasing, and this _ 
year we have included under this item the amount paid back 
to the town for the Goffs Falls rebate, which was not paid 
from the school money last year, and which makes it appear 
as though the elementary tuition had increased much more ‘ 
than it has in fact. : 

We appreciate the interest and cooperation that we have 3 
received from the parents and members of the district. Many 
of the schools are now provided with equipment so that the 
scholars can have warm lunches during the winter months. 

We have been fortunate in obtaining a good teaching 
force at the present salary we are paying, but we feel that 
next year it will be necessary to increase the pay of our 
teachers in the lar ger schools at least, because it is becoming | 
very hard to get gooc competent teachers at the present 
salary and it seems only just that they should have more, in- 
asmuch as most of them have to pay from $1 to $1.50 a week 
more for board and room than they did a yea: ago. 


~ 
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It did not seem advisable to spend all the extra money 
raised at the district meeting last year in face of a rising mar- 
ket, and we have a balance on hand of over $600 with which 
to start another year. However we believe that the district 
should raise a substantial amount extra this year in order to
